§ 1. The Hymns which are set forth by authority, and Anthems in the words of 
Holy Scripture, are allowed to be sung in all Congregations of this Church before 
and after Morning and Evening Prayer, and also before and after Sermons, at the 
discretion of the Minister, whose duty it shall be, by standing directions, or from 
time to time, to appoint such authorized Hymns or Anthems as are to be sung. 


§ 2. It shall be the duty.of every Minister of this Church, with such assistance 
as he may see fit to employ from persons skilled in music, to give order concerning 
the tunes to be sung at any time in his church; and especially, it shall be his duty 
to suppress all light and unseemly music, and all indecency and irreverence in the 
performance, by which vain and ungodly persons profane the service of the sanc- 
tuary.

By action taken at the General Convention, held in Portland, Oregon, in Sep- 
tember, 1922, the Church Pension Fund was given authority, by the Commission of 
the Revision of the Hymnal, to license the publication and sale of musical editions 
of the New Hymnal. With the acceptance and the adoption by the Church of the 
New Hymnal it is believed that the use of this book would be more general if 
various musical editions were available. 


This edition conforms in text to the words and arrangement of the New 
Hymnal, retaining the typography and many of the old familiar tunes as found 
in the Hymnal of 1892, and the Revised Church Hymnal, as edited by the late 
Dr. Hutchins. 


Much effort has been made to discover the owners of copyright tunes. If by 
inadvertence mention of the ownership has been omitted, sincere apologies are now 
offered. 


Many valuable suggestions have been offered in regard to the preparation of 
this edition, and to all those who have thus given of their time and thought grate- 
ful acknowledgment is made. 


The Plainsong harmonizations of the more frequently used Canticles have been 
arranged by Francis W. Snow, Organist of Trinity Church, Boston. 


It is hoped that this Hymnal may be helpful in the promotion of hearty congre- 
gational worship and singing.

DIRECTIONS TO BE FOLLOWED IN THE USE OF 
ANGLICAN CHANTS 


In putting forth this Pointing of the Canticles, etc., in accordance with the 
direction of the General Convention, the Commission would call attention to 
the great importance and practical usefulness of the following suggestions 
taken from the Preface to the “Cathedral Psalter” :— 


1. The words, from the commencement of each verse and half-verse, up to 


the accented syllable, are called the Recitation. 

2. On reaching the accented syllable, and beginning with it, the music of 
the chant commences, in strict time (a tempo), the upright strokes corre- 
sponding to the bars. The Recitation must therefore be considered as outside 
the chant, and may be of any length. The note on which the Recitation is 
made is called the Reciting-note. 

3. If there is no syllable after that which is accented, the accented syllable 
must be held for one whole bar or measure. 

4, An asterisk (*) is a direction to take breath. Other stops (, ;) must be 
attended to as in good reading. 

5. As the accent holds the position of the first beat of the first bar, it is 
unnecessary to sing it louder than any of the words recited: its position, 
musically, will give it quite enough emphasis. 

6. It is of the utmost importance that no break or pause should occur be- 
tween the Recitation and Accent. The words should be deliberately recited ; 
but the reciting note must not be held any longer than is absolutely neces- 
sary for this.

DIRECTIONS FOR THE USE OF THE PLAINSONG SETTINGS 


1. Sing in unison the soprano part, which is the authentic plainsong melody of 
the various psalm tones, as indicated by the tone and ending numbers. 

2. Do not hurry the syllables sung on the reciting note, or drag those which 
fall to the inflections. 

3. Give every syllable its proper rhythmical accent and a very distinct enuncia- 
tion with the full value of a syllable to those words which end in «‘ ed” i.e., blesséd, 
promiséd. 

4. Do not make any gap between the reciting note, and the beginning of the 
inflection. 

5. Take a breath at the end of the intonation, unless otherwise directed by a 
long slur. 

6. Recite the whole mezza voce, rather than sing it. 

7. Sing the last note of the mediation and ot the ending, especially the latter, 
quite softly. 

8. The first half verse should be precented, then the whole choir or the whole 
of the side of the choir should join in at the colon; the succeeding verses should be 
sung alternately, either from side to side, or men’s voices alternating with boys’ 
voices. There is no authority for singing the verses of the Gloria Patri full.

Diapasons, either alternately or together.
